FACTIONAL BOARD FIGHT 


GROUND FOR THE REPORT 


Chief Jennings’ Friends Get- 
ting Active in His -Behalf. 
The So-Called Mason Fac- 
tion, Now in Control, Said 
to Be Displeased With the 


Chief. 


‘There have been persistent rumors in 
the city for the past week or ten days 
to the effect that Chief Henry Jennings, 
the head of the police department would 
either resign or be retired. 

‘These rumors have become so 
that the friends of Chief Jennings have 
ESbhegun to investigate and to look after 


public 


“his interests if there should really be 


any truth in the reports. 

When approached and questioned 
about the likelihood of Chief Jennings 
resigning or ‘being retired, the mem- 
bers of the police board are inclined to 
be reticent. but some of them make 
euch suggestive remarks that the im- 
pression is left that there is some 
foundation for the rumors. 


While the charge of factionalism in 


* the police board is emphatically denied, 
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the report that 


yet the existence of opposing forces 
among the police commissioners is be- 
lieved by a «reat many to exist, and 
this fact may have laid the basis for 
Chief Jennings will 
either resign or be retired. 

It is current gossip that the so-called 
Mason faction in the police board is 
not at all pleased with some recent ac- 
tions of Chief Jennings. The . Mason 
faction, so called, will be in control of 
the police department when the board 
of: 1909 organizes next Tuesday night 
for the year. If it is true that the 
Mason faction is displeased with Chief 
Jennings, and it being in control of the 
department, the argumént is made that 
the retirement of Chief Jennings may 
be brought about without violating the 
provisions of the civil service rules. 

Alleged They Are Displeased. 

‘Tt is being said that the so-called Ma- 
son faction was very greatly displeased 
with Chief Jennings for being partly 
instrumental in removing Officer New- 
port Lanford from the position of de- 
tective sergeant. 

It is further, said that the so-called 
Mason faction did not like the fight 
that was made on Probation Officer S. 
“3. Coogler. 

Tt is also said that the so-calied Ma- 
gon faction does not approve ‘of the ap- 
pointment of a sergeant without the of- 
ficér having been subiected to an exam- 
ination as required by the civil service 
‘ordinance. 

If these things are true, and if the 
report that Chief Jennings will resign 
or will be retired is true, then all this 
may be the basis on which the rumors 
have been founded. 

It is @eneraiiy believed that under 
civil service rules the chief of police 
holds his position for life, and cannot 
be deposed except upon charges and 
after a trial has been afforded by the 
police board. This is an error, as the 
civil service ordinance provides that any 
member of the police department, in- 


-¢tuding the chief, can be removed by 
*the board without notice, 


either for 
violating the rules, for laziness or in- 
efficient service. The two sections in 
the cwil service ordinance covering 
‘this point are as follows: 

The Civil Service Law, 

64. Any member of the police force, whether 
ehief, officers or men, shal! be subject to be 
discharged at any time without notice by the 
board of police commissioners either for vio- 
lating the rules as jaid down in the manuaj, 
for laziness or inefficient service, to be final- 
ly and exclusively judged of by the board of 
police commissioners. 
$8. Any person discharged as aforesaid sha! 

ve no claim against the city of Atlanta on

Washington, March 5.—(Special.)—At- 
lanta showed up strong in the big Taft 
inaugural parade, being represented by 
the Georgia Military cadets, a large rep- 
resentation of members of the Taft clubs, 
the firemen’s drum corps and two com- 
panies of the state militia. 

Many telegrams were received in 
Washington today from anxious friends, 
who had heard that the drum corps and 
the Fifth regiment boys had been tied 
up by the storm, and who feared they 
had not reached Washington. 

These reports, fortunately, proved to 
be without authority. The last Atianta 
delegation to the parade reached Wash- 
ington early Thursday morning, in 
plenty of time for the parade. 

One of the most advantageous positions 
in the procession had been given the. 
cadets, and the drum corps was well 
provided for, being placed immediately 
in: front of the cadets. The two com- 
panies of infantry were also given good 
places. 

Reports current in Washington that the 
scarcity of horses prevented the Govern- 
or’s Horse Guard from participating in 
the parade were disproved upon investi- 
gation. 1e Horse Guard, according to 
First Lieutenant Seamans, had no in- 
tention of entering the’ procession, and 
in proof of this it was further stated 
that they had not even brought their 
uniforms along. 

They came not aS a troop of cavalry, 
but as a private organization to see the 
inaugural sights, bringing a number of 
guests, including several ladies, with 
them. They used their car as their hotel, 
a splendid diner being attached to it, 
and were thus saved from the high 
prices demanded by Washington hotels 
and restaurants. 

When They Will Return. 

The militia and the Horse Guard*will 
return Saturday night, reaching Atlanta 
Sunday. 

The Atlanta Firemen’s, Fife and Drum 
Corps returned to Atlanta tonight via 
the Seaboard route. Their cars were at- 
tached to the regular train leaving at 
7:36 o’cloak this evening.

OF INAUCURATION 


Speaker Cannon: Favors 
Date in May. 


Washington, March 5.—Speaker Can- 
non of the house of representatives, 
today declared himself in favor of 
changing the date of the presidential 
inauguration from March:4 to May |, 
and added that as. one representative 
in congress he would lend his aid in 
any effort to bring this about.

Keating Sends in His

PRINCIPLE INVOLVE 
SA DANGEROUS ON

Says He Is Not in Accord With 
Government in Its Attempt 
to Put a Strained Construc- 
tion to the Law, to Drag De- 
fendants to Seat of Govern- 
ment for Trial. 


Washington, March 5.—United States 
District Attorney Keating at Indianap- 
olis thas resigned. rather than partici- 
pate in the effort of the department 
of justice to bring Delavan Smith and 
Joseph Pulitzer to Washingion . to 
stand trial for criminal libel in con- 
nection with publications concerning 
the Panama canal and railroad. Dis- 
trict Attorney Keating in a letter to 
the attorney general, dated March 2, 
Says: 

“I beg to inform you that I have to- 
day sent my formal resignatior as 
United States attorney for the dis- 
trict of Indiana, to the president of 
the United States, with the request 
that the same be accepted not later 
than March 15, 1909. 

Criminal Libel Proceedings. 


“T am informed that indictments have 
been returned by the grand jury of 
the District of Columbia, against De- 
lavan Smith and Charles B. Williams, 
proprietors of the Indianapolis News, 
for criminal libel and that steps will 
be taken to remove them to that dis- 
trict for trial. As both are in this 
district, under the law it will become 
my official duty to assist in such re- 
moval proceedings. 

“For almost eight years, » have had 
the honor of representing the govern- 
ment of the United States as. attor- 
ney» ..During..that time I have prese- 
cuted all alike, without fear or favor, 
where I had an honest belief in their 
guilt. 

“T have been compelled on several 
occasions,'to prosecute personal friends 
but in each case I only did so after 
a thoréugh investigation had con- 
vinced me of their guilt. 

“In‘ this case, I have made a care- 
ful investigation of’ the law applicable 
thereto. As to the guilt or innocence 
of the defendants on the question of- 
libel, I dtd not attempt to say. If guil- 
ty, they should be _ prosecuted, but 
properly indicted and prosecuted in 
the right place, viz: At their homes. 
It is only with the question of re- 
moval that I have to do. 

Not in Aceord With Government. 

“Lam not in accord with the govern- 
ment in its attempt to put a strained 
construction on the law, to drag the 
defendants from their homes to the 
seat of government, to be tried and 
punished, while there is a gvod and 
sufficient law in this jurisdiction, in 
the state court. 

“T believe the principle invoived is 
a dangerous one, striking at the very 
foundation Of our form of government. 
I cannot, therefore, honestly and con- 
scientiously insist to the court that 


tion should be put on it. Not being 
able to do this, I do not feel that I 
can. in jiustice to my office, continue 
to hold it and decline to assist. 

“In order, therefore, to reiieve us 
both of any embarrassment, I have 
tendered my resignation, and have 
asked that it be accepted not later 
than March 15, 1909. I have made it 
of this date in order that President 
Taft—for whom I have the hghest re- 
spect and admiration, may have time 
to name my successor. 

Mr Keating has held the office of 
United States district attorney for 
nearly eight years and his standing 
with the department of justice is said 
to be high. In connection with the 
Elkhart bank case, Mr. eating prose- 
cuted and convicted all the ‘officers 
of that institution,: including Waiter 
Brown, who was his close personal 
friend, and a member of the republi- 
can state committee.

Cleveland, Tenn., March 6.—David 
Coffman, aged 60 years, a well-known 
character about town, today committed 
suicide ‘in a most spectacular manner. 
Parchasing a stick of dynamite he at- 
tached a fuse, lighted it and lay down 
on the dynamite. The explosion tore 
Coffman's head to atoms and the body 
almost to the waist was literally torn 
to shreds. — 

Coffman had become despondent as a 
resuit of constant trouble with his fam- 
ily. For the past several days he had 
been telling various persons he intend- 
ed to kill himself, but none took him 
seriously. He leaves a widow and sev- 
eral grown children,

SMUT H-COYLER 
PARADE VICTIM 


Journalist and Historian 
Is Painfully Injured. 


Horse Falls on Slippery Street 
While Mr. Cuyler Was Act- 
ing as Aide to Augusta Vet- 
erans — Using Solid Silver- 
Headed Cane Today.

Washingten, D. C.,. March 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Telamon Cruger Smith-Cuyler, 
journalist, historian, horseman and club 
man and an aide on the staff of Géen- 
eral Howard in the inaugural parade, 
was painfully injured in the right knee 
and came dangerously near having the 
knee cap fractured when his horse fell 
on the streets yesterday. Today he ts 
able to walk with the aid of a stout 
cane, which has a solid silver head like 
a shepherd’s staff. 

Howard and his aides 
had passed the white house reviewing 
stand yesterday afternoon; a number

Smith-Cayler Tells Story. 

The accident, as related by himself, 
happened in the: following fashion: 

When the cavalcade had reached 
Fifth and E streets Mr. Cuyler turned 


his horse to the curb, expecting to dis- 


The 
prancing horse of a trooper who was 
passing struck the horse On which 
Smith-Cuyler was riding, one hoof of 
the big stallion geazed the other horse’s 
side, breaking the band and striking 
Smith-Cuyler on the inside of the knee 
and throwing him to the ground. 

“The next thing I Knew,” said Mr. 
Cuyler, “I was lying on the floor of a 
not over cléan nor sweet-smelling shop. 
I had been rendered unconscious by the 
fall. It was an hour and a half before 
the ambulance arrived and removed me 
to the Casualty hospital, where my 
wound was bandaged. By 9 o'clock I 
was enabled to leave the hospital and 
return to my hotel.”

They wore gentlemen's 
riding costumes, with high hats and a 
baldric of blue silk.

OFFICER MILLS 
POLICE CAPTAIN 


Sitting at His Desk When 
Killed. | 


Washington, March §.—Captain W.-H. 
Mathews, of the fifth police precinct, in 
this city, was shot and killed while sit- 
ting at his desk in the station houge to- 
night by Policeman Collier. Without the 
slightest warning, Colifer. entered the 
sfation and went immediately into the 
captain’s office, where jerked from 
his pocket a revolver and began. firing 
bullets into Mathews’ body. Five shots 
were fired, two of them piercing. the 
captain's skull. The cause for the kill- 
ing is a mystery even to the associates 
ef Collfer.

Washington, March 5.—The Taft ad- 
ministration took its first stride today. 
The new president named his cabinet, 
the senate confirmed his selections and 
its members will take the oath of of- 
fice tomorrow morning, with the ex- 
ception of George W. Wickersham, 
who was sworn in as attorney general 
today, and of Messrs. Dickinson and 


| MacVeagh, whoée personal affairs will 


not permit of their reaching Washing- 
ton for a week oar more. 

An important conference took place 
between President Taft and the repub- 
‘ican members of the ways and means 
committee. The committee framed a 
tariff bill which it is understood con- 
tains a provision for the collection of 
an inheritance tax—one of the sugges- 
tions for raising revenue contained in 
the inaugural address of President Taft. 
Mr. Taft told the committee there would 
be no delay in the. official proclama- 
tion ‘calling the extra session of con- 
gress for March 15, His message to 
this session, he said, would recommend 
that it confine its work exclusively to 
tariff revision that there might be no 
umnecessary delay in enacting this most 
important law. 


Leave Matters to Congress. 

He would, he gaid, not discuss in this 
méssage any details of tariff revisibn, 
leaving all such matters entirely to the 
judgment of congress. The members 
of the committee left the white heuse 
expressing the utmost good feeling and 
the belief that the work of the extra 
session would be completed before 
June |, 

Aside from these important accom- 
plishments, President Taft gave him- 
self up heartily to the demands of his 
friends and thousands of inaugural vis- 
itors who wished to shake hig hand, 
nee his smile and get a word to carry 
home with them,” 

Philander C. Knox had the honor of 
being the first caller on President Taft, 
who took his seat at the desk abandon- 
ed yesterday by President Roosevelt in 
the white house office building, at pre- 
cisely 9:30 o’clock this morning. A 
fifteen-minute interview, Mr. Knox said, 
had its importance, but not for publica- 
tion, He was rejoicing that since noon 
vesterday, when his resignation as a 
senator became effective, he was sim- 
Ply a private citizen. His ., rejoicing, 
however, was brief, for before the day 
was much older he had been nédminated 
and confirmed as secretary of state. 

Governor Hughes, of New York: Gov- 
ernor Prouty, of Vermont, and the gen- 
ators and many of the representatives 
from those states, next had the ear of 
President Taft and gained his consent 
to attend the celebration July 7 and 8, 
next, of the discovery. of Lake Cham- 
plain, at Plattsburgh and Burlington.

Henry Jackson, New President, 
Who Succeeds Clark Grier, 
Is One of the Leading Citi- 
zens of Atlanta — Taft Re- 
ceives the Georgians.

Washington, March 5.—(Special.)— 
Henry S. Jackson, of Atlanta, was to- 
day elected president of the Allied Taft 
Clubs of Georgia to aucceed Clark Grier, 
resigned. He was also given authority 
to name the secretary and treasurer of 
the state organizatg#@n, which he will do 
upon his return to Atlamta. 

The meeting at which this action was 
taken was held in in the Taft heade- 
quarters at I2 o’clock today. Represen- 
tatives from forty or fifty county or- 
ganizations of Georgia were present. The 
purpose of the Taft clubs in continuing 
their organization is belleved here to 
mean that the ecampaign to. evangelize 
Georgia for the republican party will be 
actively continued. 

This organization is entirely distinct 
from the regular republican organiza- 
tion of the state, of which Walter H. 
Johnson, of Atlanta, is state chairman. 
The Taft Club of Georgia.will, it is said, 
work in ‘harmony with thé regular state 
organization. 

In view of Mr. Vatt's frequent declara- 
tions regarding republican patronage itn 
the south, the end of the referee sys- 
tem and bis announced determination to 
consider the wishes of the most respect- 
able people in any community in naming 
federal officials who represent governe 
ment in those communities, a plain pur- 


pose was manifest in today’s meeting to. 


increase the membership of the Taft 
club and to bring into it leading citi- 
zens in every part of the state. 

Mr, Jackson, the new president, is one 
of the leading citizens of Atlanta, one 
of the wealthiest and most active in 
republican politics. Clark Grier, the re- 
tiring president, wag formerly postmas- 
ter at Dublin, before resigning to head 
the Taft club in the recent state cam- 
paign. 

After the meeting the members visit- 
ed the white house and were presented 
to President Taft by Mr. Jackson. Sev- 
eral hundred visitors were waiting to 
greet the newly-inaugurated chie¢/ ex- 
ecutive, but the Georgians, through the 
courtesy of Frank H. Hitchcock, the 
new postmaster general, were promptly 
conducted into the executive office. 

Mr. Taft-had a cheery greeting for 
the Georgians and assured them he had 
enjoyed his stay in the Empire State, 
Most of these who attended the meet- 
ing left the city this afternoon. Harry 
Blun, Jr., of Savannah, the republican 
national committeeman from Georgia, 
returned home, as did Hugh L. McKee, 
assistant postmaster at Atlanta. 

Henry S. Jackson went on to New 
York to visit relatives and will leave 
for home next Tuesday. Waiter John- 
son will remain in Washington until 
Sunday evening.

Ex- President Sails for 
Africa March 23.

President Roosevelt's first da ry as a pri- 
vate «itizen was spent in a decidedly 
quiet manner at his home at Sagamore 
Hill, which was swept clear of snow 
by a gale of cold wind, end has the 
appearance of a desolate and bleak 
Place.

At first he re- 
fused to talk. Finally, howeverj he 
eonsented to say a few words, and made 
the first public announcement of the 
date and steamer on which he is to 
depart for Africa, which is March 23, 
by the gteamer Hamburg.

Nashville, Tenn., March 5.—This Was 
the state’s day in the trial of Colonel 
D. B, ant Robin Cooper and John D. 
Sharp for the murder of former United 
State; Senator E. W. Carmack. Not 
only did it tear to pieces what was left 
of the testimony of 8S. J. Benning, the 
defense’s mysterious red-bearded Man, 
who claimed to have seen the shooting, . 
but it challenged the right of the OCoop+ 
ers to be on Seventh avenue at ail on the 
day of the killing, It did this by impeach- 
ing the testimony of the governor and 
others. who claimed the Cooperg were 
invited to the mansion and that while 
on their way there they met Cramack 
and a street duel followed. > 

The bombardment of the case of tae 4 
defense began early today when two ie, 
wit s swore that Benning the night 
of tragedy said to them: “If I had 
been five or ten minutes earlier, I wens 
have seen the killing.”’

BARTON IS CLAIMED 
BY FEDERAL COURTS 


Mav Be Tried for Postoffice 
Robbery at Pelzer, South 
Carolina. 


George Barton, the one-arm 
blowér who escaped from the state farm 
at Milledgeville, and who was arrested 
last week near Birmingham, is in jail 
in that city, awaiting transfer by the 
federal authorities to Pelzer, 8. C., where 
he {s wanted for blowing a postoffice 
safe more than two years ago. 

It was long after the Pelzer burglary 
that the. robbery at Sharon, Ga., %«- 
ewrred, for which Barton wag sert to 
the state prison, but the federal goverr- 
meant declined to interfere with the case, 
intending to secure Barton after he had 
finished his state term, so as to carry 
him back to South Carolina for trial. 
But Barton’s escape and his recent work 
hes induced the federal secret service 
men to go after the prisoner at once. 

Ae soon as Captain Sutton, of the se- 
cret service here, learned of Barton's 
arfest in Birmingham he laid claim to 
him before the state authorities could 
extradite. Two members of Captain 
Sutton’s staff were sent to Birmingham 
and when the state put in a claim for 
Barton Thursday, he was carried before 
United States Commissioner Watts. The 
presentation of the situation caused the 
commissioner to hold Barton, subject to 
the demands of the federal government, 
ut designated March !9 as date for a 
full. hearing, at which time the govern- 
ment and the state will present in full 
théir ‘claims for Barton. 

Both of Captain Sutton’s men are re- 
maining in Birmingham, so as to be in 
close touch with Barton until the final 
hearing before Commissioner Watts.

The board of health has pointed out the grave necessity of a law that 
will result in keeping clean of stable manure and other accumulated filth 
and garbage during the summer months the back yards of Atlanta’s resi- 
dences, for there is no longer question that these are one prolific source, at 
least, of typhoid and other malignant and often fatal diseases. More than 
that, the board of health has time and again entreated council to adopt just 
such an ordinance as that which now rests on the clerk’s desk, with the 
unanimously favorable report of the committee which had the matter in 


band. ; 
Just why it is that council continues to ignore the warning passes com- 


prehension. fe 
It is inconceivable that there can be any reasonable objection to this 


ordinance on the part of any member, and whatever unreasonable objec- 
tion to it may exist has been expressed only by dilly-dallying and refusal 


to act. 
Matters of far less importance receive prompt attention at council ses- 


sions, but when it comes to the public health, council seems to take a pecu- 
liar delight in calling it up at the close of: the session, when many members 
have left the chamber, and then shunting it over to the next meeting or, 
possibly, sending it back to the board of health. 

This is one of the reasons why Atlanta needs speedy and drastic re- 
form in the matter of reducing the membership of the municipal adminis- 


trative body and the department boards. 

The physical principle that+large bodies move slowly finds its counter- 
part in the mental inactivity of extensive. deliberative assemblies. 

There are many things, the public health chief among them, about which 


council moves too slowly. 
Can council afford to let the public health wait when it is not a far 
step to the well-founded charge of criminal neglect?

COOPER JURY’S JUST COMPLAINT. 


Public sympathy will respond to the just complaint of the jury which 
has been held in practical confinement now for more than seven weeks try- 
ing the Coopers for the homicide of former Senator E. W. Carmack. 

Such trying and absolutely unnecessary ordeals as this are calculated 
to make unpopular a duty which the citizen owes to the state and to re- 
sult in a performance grudgingly rendered. 

After sitting in patience for seven weeks, the Cooper jury finally spoke 
out. Most of them are farmers. The time for spring planting is at hand. 
The season’s crops are dependent upon the work done now. This they told 
the court and asked that it hurry things along. 

Such a request ought not to have been necessary. The trial has been 
dragging along while the attorneys on both sides have been cumbering the 
record with extraneous and unessential details and taking up the time of 
court and jury with quibbling over everything that offered opportunity for 
it, from the simplest questions regarding the defendants’ conduct to the 
price of a professional] witness for whose services the prosecution had paid. 
The Cooper trial has already extended over a period equal in length 
to a session of the Georgia legislature, and the end is not yet in sight.. 

If the attorneys had confined themselves to. pertinent matters alone and 
eliminated unnecessary discussion of petty and unessential details, to which 
unending objections were raised, this trial might have been over long ago 
and the members of the jury back at their vocations. 

Their complaint against the injustice to which they have been subjected 
must have awakened the court to a sense of its responsibility in this connec- 
tion, for courts in their desire to conduct a trial free from error too 
often err on the side of lentency to the whims of attorneys, with too little 
regard for the inconvenience and suffering of others whose interests are 
at stake. 

The Cooper jury did right in speaking up; it should have done so before. 

If it were apparent where the ends of justice would be better served by 
this long-drawn-out proceeding, there might be some excuse for it; but it is 
safe to say that approximately half the evidence submitted has no direct 
or important bearing on the case. 

In respone to the jury’s complaint the court should hold its session 
twelve hours daily if necessary, and cut out all extraneous discussion, in

PROHIBITION IN MISSOURI. 


(From The St. Louis Globe 

The Missour! Legislature is urged by 
some who, however honest and earn- 
est, are more swayed by feeling than 
may be consistent with calm and prac. 
tical statesmanship to move in the di- 
rection of state-wide prohibition. This 
Subject was considered by the two 
leading parties in the opening stages 
of the last campaign, and the decision 
was that state-wide prohibition should 
not be included in the platforms. Both 
candidates for Bovernor took ground 
in favor of local option. The legisla- 
ture is composed of members of these 
two parties. They acted within party 
lines and stood upon the respective 
Platforms. As far as formal party ac- 
tion can be defined this is the situation 
in the present executive and legisla- 
tive departments in Missouri, and it 
cannot be logically changed, nor should 
it be subject to more emotionalism, al- 
ways proved to be a dangeroug guide, 
and apt to go to lengths that compel 
later modifications and reversals. 

The world cannot be Safely and 
eanely governed by emotionalism. 
There are evils to be corrected, and 
Social tendencies that must be regulat- 
ed, but it must be done by cool, collect.

Others, who believe in local 
option, also favor high license where 
Saloons are permitted, because high li. 
cense promotes responsibility and 
decorum. But state-wide prohibition 
does not appeal to their judgment. 
All evil cannot be driven from the 
world at a etroke. It can be regu- 
lated, but not by bursts of feeling. It 
is impossible to speak of this subject 
without working around frequently to 
the word “practical.”

They require the most intel- 
ligent consideration and treatments. 
Efficient legislation for the regulation 
of social customs and conduct can 
only be framed by careful study and 
wise comprehension of social forces 
and tendencies. 

Never was «there such reckless 
plunging in experimental legislation on 
the subject of liquor traffic as there itis 
today. Most of the experiments are 
not only futile but disastrous. They 
interfere with the private conduct of 
citizens, disturb conditions, destroy 
property and deprive thousands of the 
means of living without accomplishing 
the desired object 

The whole problem of liquor liegis- 
lation should be divorced from the 
hysteric emotionalism ang evangelism 
which are now the most conspicuous 
factors in the attempt to influence pub- 
lic opinion and legislative bodies. It 
should be placed upon a basis of scien. 
tific inquiry and spber judgment. 

There is no surer method of enforc- 
ing public opinion and guiding legisla- 
tive action into safe channels than by 
thorough investigation. The work of 
a well-selected commission created not 
for the purpose of regulating the 
liquor traffic, but to obtain information 
and make recommendations based upon 

researches would be invaluable at

Two Views of the Negro. 


(From the Pittsburg, Pa. Gazette- 
Times.) tee 

Some weeks ago The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, always fair to the negro, 
printed a lengthy interview with a 
Georgia planter who painteda gloomy 
picture of the black man and the fu- 
ture of his race. This planter de- 
clared that the negro farm. hand or 
small tenant farmer was lazy, shift- 
less, dtshonest, grossly immoral and 
wholly indifferent to the obligations 
he incurred in his contract with the 
landlord. The planter declared that 
education only made the negro inso- 
lent instead of giving him a clearer 
perception of his duty to himself and 
his family. He said that the agricul- 
tural interests of Georgia were today 
languishing toward MNecay because of 
the negro’s aversion to bonest toll, 
and he frankly advocated some form 
of paternalism or peonage as the only 
salvation of the land owner and the 
negro as well. 

In marked contrast to the dismal 
view of this planter are certain facts 
set forth in a brochure issued by the 
committee of twelve for the advance- 
ment of the negro race, just to hand. 
This pamphlet deals with the prog- 
ress of the colored man in the city 
of Jackson, Miss., with a supplemen- 
tary chapter on his rise in the bank- 
ing business of the state. Jackson has 
a population of about 16,000, of which 
one-half are negroes. We learn that 
the latter—let us remember that they 
were serfs 46 years ago-OwWwn one- 
third of the area of Jackson.  One- 
half of the negro families gwn their 
homes. and those who are rent- 
ing rent largely from people of 
their own race. There. are two 
negro banks in the city and these en- 
courage the building of homes om the 
easy payment plan. The blacks have 
on deposit in the various savings banks 
of the city over $200,000. Other resour- 
ces, including 9 negro churches, bring 
the total value of the wealth of the 
race in Jackson up to $1,260,000, There 
are, as might be expected, three or 
four men among the negroes of ex- 
ceptional wealth, One of these is a 
doctor who owns two or three drug 
stores, is president of one bank and 
stockholder in several others. Another 
is a baker employing a dozen per- 
sons and doing a business of $30,000 
annually. “The thinking negro of 
Jackson,” the paper concludes, “has 
come to feel that the salvation of the 
negro in Mississippi must be worked 
out, firet of all, upon economfe lines. 
And he is putting this belief into prac- 
tice in a way that speaks for itself, 
not altogether ignorant of the condi- 
tions under which he is laboring.” 

From the statement of Mississippi's 
negro banks it is learned that there 
are eleven of these institutions gcat- 
tered throughout the state, with total 
resources of $750,000. The %1,000,000 
mark will be passed this year. There 
is something pathetic in the statement 
that “unlike our white bankers, we 
have to use raw material as bankers. 
We have had no presidents and cash- 
jers, not even bookkeepers and tell- 
ers, who took hold of the active man- 
agement of our banks after long years 
of practical training and experience in 
some well established banking insti- 
tution, but have had to feel our way 
along.” 

It might be well for that Georgia 
planter to visit Jackson. Perhaps it 
would revive his drooping «pirits and 
cause him to revise his estimate of 
the negro. Atany rate,he might learn 
that it is hardly fair to judge a peo- 
ple as a whole by the few profligates 
he has observed on his plantation.

City Engineer 
Clayton was instructed to make a 
survey. of the terminals of the seven 
trunk sewers in order to ascertain how 
far each would have to be extended be. 
fere a site for a septic tank could be 
secured, and to make a report on the 
feasibility of connecting some of the 
trunk sewers so as to reduce the num- 
ber of septic tanks.

He eays 
that Chairman Stockdell wrote him a 
letter saying he was going on a trip 
to Florida and when:’he returned he 
would call the committee together. 
There is a great deal of important 
work for this committee to do in order 
to have a full report ready when the 
bond election ig called.

Judge Candler, chairman of the com. 
mittee on schools, said when asked if 
his committee had started to work: 
“We have held a preliminary meet- 
ing, but have not gone actively to 
work. I will be engaged for several 
days in the DeKalb county court and 
as soon as I can get through with that 
I will call the meeting together.” 
Chairman F. A. Quillian, of the bond 
commission, says that he will urge the 
three chairmen of the subcommittees 
to expedite matters as much ag pos- 
sible.

PAY THE PENALTY 


Hangman Was Busy in 


Louisiana. 


One Asked for Bottle of Wine 
With Last Meal — Brothers 
Hanged at Port Allen—An- 
other Hanged for Assault. 


Baton Rouge, La., March 5.—The ex- 
ecution of seven negroes in Loulsiana 


today follows the conviction of six of 
them for murder and one for criminal 
assault upon a member of his own race. 

A’ petition for a reprieve for Willie 
Williams, convicted of the murder of an- 
other negro in Jefferson parish, was pre- 
sented to Acting Governor Lambremont 
at the eleventh hour and was denied. 
One petition of Williams was, however, 
granted. That. was his request that he 
might have a bottle of wine with his 
last meal on earth. Williams’ execu- 
tioner, Frank Johnson, claims that he 
has sprung the death trap more than 
forty times. It was in a fight over |!5 
cents, the stake in a crap game, that 
Williams killed Willie Brooks two years 
ago at Harvey’s Canal, La. 

The hanging of two brothers, Wallace 
and Ben Jones, at Port Allen marks a 
swift carrying,sout of law. They killed 
Conductor Hall,’ of the Texas and Pa- 
cific railroad, on the night of January 
23, 1909.

S. G. MeLendon has taken the matter 
3p with the railroads with a view to

The complaint filed with the commis- 
sion stated ‘that the publication of 
schedules in fhe Atlanta papers was 80 
irregular and scaitered that it is often 
impossible to get from them required in- 
formation as t) the departure and ar- 
iival Of trains in this city. Attention 
was called to the fact that some sched- 
ules were puplished in one paper, some 
in another, some periodically only, while 
frequently they do not appear at all, It 
was also pointed out that this condition 
exists in no other city in the state. : 

Chairman McLendon was impressed 
with the jusiice of the complaint, and 
proposes to see if some harmonious 
agreement cannot be reached by which 
regular and systematic publication of all 
passenger schedules in and out of At- 
lanta will be inaae.

Brought to Atlanta. | 


Found guilty of the murder of Frank 
Webb at Alpharetta on January 23. 
Bartow Smith. a young white man 
who formerly lived here, was yesterday 
sentenced in the Milton county superior 
eourt to spend the remainder of his life 
in the state penitentiary. Later in the 
dav Smith was brought to Atlanta and 
lodged’ in the Tower, where he will ha 
kept until the prison board decides 
where he ig to begin his long term. The 
jury which convicted Smith was out al- 
most twenty-four hours before return- 
ing a verdict. 

When seen in his cell at the Tower 
last night by a representative of The 
Constitution Smith appeared to be 
dazed by the events which have been 
crowding down upon him recently. The 
verdict. sending him to life imprison- 
ment had apparently stupefied him. 
He protested hiss innocence over and 
ever again, but without vehemence, 
and apparently almost without feeling. 
He admitted being at the scene of the 
shooting when it took place, but de- 
nied any knowledge of the identity of 
the guilty party. 

Talks of His Children. 

Only once during the interview did 
the prisoner show any emotion, This 
was when he made mention of his wife 
and two little children. Then the man’s 
eyes welled up and his voice grew 
husky. “One of ‘em is only ‘leven 
months old, you know,” he said bit- 
terly, | 

When asked al®ut the trial, Smith ad- 
mitted that he knew practically noth- 
ing. ‘it didn’t hear more’n half they 
said,” he said, ‘and there was a lot of 
that I didn’t understand, I feel sorter 
like I have been asleep and dreamed 
all that about the trial. It don’t seem 
like it could be so.” 

According to storles ptinted at the 
time, the killing of young Webb was a 
most brutal and cold-blooded affair. 
The unfortunate young man, who had 
mpt attained his majority, was enticed 
to enter a crap game which was in 
progress near Alpharetta on the night 
of January 23. Several different trips 
were made to young Webb’s house, it 
‘'g stated, before he would consent to 
go to the place where the game was in 
progress, 

Webb Shot From Behind. 

He won after a time, however, and 
was sitting on the ground engaged in 
shooting dice with six white men and 
four negroes, when he was shot and al- 
most instantly killed. The bullet was 
fired by someone standing in the rear 
of the young man. The .bullet struck 
Webb from behind and produced almost 
instant death. 

Smith was arrested a- anak time later 
end his conviction followed., He.says 
that the men who really did the shoot- 
ing swore his freedom away, he’®* be- 
lieves. 

The prisoner is the son of B. Smith, 
@ respectable planter who has for many 
years lived in the vicinity of Alpharetta. 
At one time young Smith: lived in this 
tity. This was about four years ago. 
He was in the employ of the street 
tailway company. : Four years ago he 
married Miss Bessie Jenkins, of Mari- 
etta. He is the fathen of two chil- 
dren, one three years of age and thie 
Other less than a year old. 

Young Webb, who was killed, is the 
son of M. Webb, of this city. He had 
lived in and around Alpharetta all his 
life and is said to have been well 
thought of.

REVIEW OF COTTON 
AND OTHER MARKETS 


New York, March §.—Prices have ad- 
vanced mainly owing to the Texas 
drought and better spot markets. There 
have been large sales at some of the 
big cegters of spot, trade in this country, 
including New York, and Liverpool's spot 
business also has increased. Prices for 
actual cotton have advanced on both 
Sides of the water. It is believed that 
the March commitments for export are 
very large and the stock here igs steadily 
decreasing. The south has been buying 
here from time to time and Liverpool, if 
it has sold December and January, has 
bought the near months, presumably in 
liquidating straddles. Certain of the 
spot interestg have given persistent sup- 
port to the market whenever it has 
shown an inclination to recede under the 
pressure Of long liquidation. At times 
such pressure has been rather heavy. 
It was partly attributed to Chicago and 
Wall street operators. ‘The disposition 
among the great mass of operators is to 
await events. THey are waiting to see 
whether Texas is t6 get rain in the im- 
mediate future or not. They are await- 
ing action On the tariff and signs of a 
revival of business when the tariff is 
out of the way. Some profess to be 
awaiting the next ginners’ report, which 
will appear about the 20th instant. For 
whatever reason, the market in general 
is professional and narow. Itis assumed 
that good raing in Texas would be the 
signal for lower prices unless’ they 
should be offset by some bullish factor. 
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REVIEW OF WEEK’S TRADE 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, MArch 5.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say that weather irregu- 
larities and tariff and price revision un- 
certainties combine to make for a rather 
quiet .tone in trade and industry, pend- 
ing clearer views of. these and winter 
wheat crop possibilities. The trade re- 
ports come from the central west and 
southwest, and in those! sections jobbing 
trade shows moderate improvement, as 
do collections. The urgent need of rain 
in Texas is accentuated this week, while 
in the rest of the south business is still 
rather dull. At large eastern markets 
trade with first hands is in a between- 
Season condition and a slight decrease 
in retail demand: has been interfered 
with by a severe storm along the east- 
ern seaboard. Most activity, with some 
complaint of delay ig deliveries, is noted 
in the finer lines of dress goods and 
women’s wear goods are in a more fa- 
vorable position than men’s wear fabrics. 
In millinery, there is a good business 
doing. Agricultural implements and sup- 
plies are displaying continued good 
movement. Cuts in iron and steel have 
as yet brought out only a moderate 
amount of business. Some low prices are 
being mada in competitive’ territory. 
Structural material.is more active, but 
new buying is confined largely to rails, 
which have not been cut. 

Iron production is very large. Some 
wage reductions are already announced. 
Southern hard cotton yarn manufac- 
turers have decided on a one-third cur- 
tailment of output. 

The shoe and leather trades are quiet- 
er, though manufacturers are busy on 
orders for the former. 

Prices of desirable leather are firm 
and large imports with good sales of 
foreign wool are noted. Collections are 
irregular and not better than fair as a 
whole. , 

Business ilures in the United States 
for the week ending with March 4 were 
2!19; against 244 last week. 

Canadian failures for the week num- 
ber 33, which compares with 40 last 
week. 

Wheat, including flour exports in the } 
United States and Canada for the week 
ending March 4, aggregated 2,966,977 
bushels, against 2,041,591 last week. 

Corn exports for the week are 607,550 
bushels, against 779,764 last week and 
1,481,487 in 1908. 


Dun’s Review. 


Dun’s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that algsedy the price re- 
adjustments are beginning to work to- 
ward the expected improvement in de- 
mand and this and President Taft’s in- 
augural declarationg favorable to that 
“measure of stability’’ which “is essen- 
tial to the life and growth of all busi- 
ness’’ are important contributions to 
financial and trade confidence and make 
stronger the hope of full industrial re- 
covery. Both in sentiment and amount 
of new business in sight, the fron and 
steel trade shows some gain. New bus- 
iness that is being figured on aggregates 
a good volume. 

In spit® of the upward tendency of raw 
material, buyers of cotton goods make 
a determined effort to secure a lower 
level of quotations. There is an entire 
absence of export demand from China, 
although it is believed that sellers will 
not accept prices that were refused in 
January. No new business is reported 
in woolen goods, but it is believed that 
buyers will eventually need consider- 
ably more merchandise to meet their 
season’s requirements. Trade in wool 
goods, such as jerseys and thibets, is 
exceedingly quiet, but dress goods are 
generally well sustained with staple 
lines leading in strength. 

Quiet conditions continue in the New 
England shoe market. New orders are 
Small and for immediate requirements 
only,.and there is no disposition to con- 
tract ahead for large quantities. Some 
factories are still busy on old orders, 
but a number have laid off part of their 
cutting staff.
